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A  PROPOSED  COINAGE  OF  “SEL”  FOR  THE  STATE  OF 

MANIPUR  -  INDIA  1871

In  the  Bulletin,  December  1972,  the  writer  recorded  the  minting  by  the  East 
India  Company  in  1838,  of  a  local  coinage  for  the  use  of  their  troops  and  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  Manipur  State.  This  measure  had  the  consent  of  the  Manipur  Regent, 
and  the  coin  struck  was  the  Manipur  bell  metal  SEL. — a  tiny  coin  simply  bearing  on 
one  side  a  letter  in  the  nagari  character. 

Minting  of  SEL  by  the  Company  was  limited  to  an  issue  of  50,378  pieces,  as  it 
was  found  that  production  costs  at  the  Calcutta  mint  far  exceeded  the  intrinsic  worth 
or  circulating  value  of  the  coin.  Subsequent  minting  and  issue  was  therefore  confined 
to  the  Manipur  mint,  and  continued  at  intervals  until  1891  when  the  British  Indian 
Government  took  over  the  administration  of  the  State.  With  this  event,  normal 
Indian  currency  was  introduced  and  SELS ,  as  a  local  monetary  medium  gradually 
disappeared. 
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A  PROPOSED  COINAGE  OF  “SEL”  FOR  THE  STATE  OF  MANIPUR 


The  curious  feature  of  the  Manipur  monetary  system  throughout  the  greater  part 
of  the  19th  century  is  that  the  SEL  was  the  accepted  measure  of  value.  Gold  or  silver 
coins  received  in  trade,  were  simply  treated  as  bullion  and  their  value  in  SEL 
fluctuated  according  to  supply  and  demand.  Another  cause  for  fluctuation  and 
depressed  prices  of  commodities  was  that  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  SEL  did 
not  conform  to  any  regulated  process  and  this  too  created  additional  difficulties  when 
SEL  became  scarce. 

In  1871,  during  a  period  of  scarcity  of  the  coin,  another  attempt  was  made  to 
obtain  the  assistance  of  the  British  Indian  Government  Mint,  Calcutta,  for  the  mint¬ 
ing  of  SEL  for  Manipur,  but  in  this  case  the  coinage  was  for  the  State.  Like  the 
previous  effort  in  1838,  the  request  originated  with  the  British  Political  Agent: — 

No.  64,  dated  18th  May,  1871 

From — Major  General  W.  F.  Nuthall,  Political  Agent,  Munipore, 

To — The  Secretary  to  the  Government  of  India,  FOREIGN  DEPT. 

Hearing  that  the  small  coin  called  “sel,”  which  is  the  only  accepted  currency  in 
exchange  for  the  rupee  in  Munipore,  was  becoming  very  scarce,  I  sent  a  rupee  to  the 
bazar  for  change,  and  on  weighing  it  against  pice,  found  its  exact  weight  to  be  eleven 
annas  and  one  pice,  i.e .,  four  annas  three  pice  less  than  the  rupee. 

2.  This  led  me  to  enquire  into  the  subject  of  its  coinage,  and  I  was  given  to  under¬ 
stand  that,  for  years  past,  none  had  been  made  or  issued.  I  consequently  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Maharajah  the  injury  his  people  were  suffering  (merchants,  traders, 
and  those  having  large  transactions,  by  the  depreciation  of  the  rupee,  and  the  poorer 
classes  by  the  price  of  all  the  products  of  their  labour  being  diminished  in  the  same 
ratio),  and  explained  to  him  that,  as  the  population  of  his  country  increases,  and 
intercourse  with  the  Hill  Tribes  extends,  so  the  means  of  carrying  on  the  transactions 
of  buying  and  selling  must  be  made  available  to  them. 

3.  He  has,  accordingly,  requested  me  to  ascertain  whether  the  Government  will 
kindly  permit  him  to  have  the  “sel”  coined  at  the  Mint,  and  in  this  case  to  allow  him 
to  be  furnished  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost,  that  he  may  ascertain  whether  it  will 
bear  the  heavy  charge  of  carriage  to  Munipore. 

4.  Some  years  ago  an  effort  was  made  to  introduce  copper  pice,  but  the  people  were 
opposed  to  the  innovation,  and  would  not  accept  it. 

5.  To  supply  their  daily  wants  of  rice  and  vegetables,  in  a  country  where  those  are 
so  abundant  and  cheap,  a  coin  equal  to  about  one-third  of  a  pie  is  necessary.  This  is 
in  general  use  here,  and  is  known  as  the  “sel”. 

6.  I  have  the  honour  to  forward  herewith  specimens  of  the  coin  alluded  to.  The 
Rajah  wishes  that  on  one  side  the  word  “Munipore”  in  Bengalee  JO  shall  be 
engraved  within  the  rim,  and  on  the  other,  simply  the  year  in  Bengalee 

in  the  centre. 

7.  I  believe  there  is  a  small  alloy  of  tin  in  this  coin,  which  makes  it  approach  some¬ 
what  to  bronze,  and  renders  it  more  durable  than  our  pice. 

On  the  20th  June,  1871,  this  letter  was  forwarded  to  the  Financial  Department 
with  the  request  that  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  manufacture  of  “sel”  be  furnished, 
and  what  arrangements  could  be  made  for  striking  the  coin  provided  the  Rajah 
eventually  agreed  to  have  it  struck  at  the  Mint.  On  the  22nd  June,  the  Mint  Master, 
Calcutta  Mint,  was  asked  to  report  accordingly. 

The  report  by  Lieut.  Colonel  J.  F.  Tennant,  R.E.,  Officiating  Mint  Master, 
Calcutta  Mint,  was  dated  31st  July  1871.  This  officer  abstracted  from  the  records, 
the  correspondence  relating  to  the  coinage  of  “sels”  in  1838  and  made  his  comparisons 
with  that  earlier  order. 

Paragraphs  3  to  5  give  the  substance  of  his  reply. 
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A  CURIOUS  ASPECT  OF  MONETARY  HISTORY 


In  the  later  Anglo-Saxon  period  it  seems  that  the  coinage  was  regularly  replaced 
and  so  any  one  penny  would  have  had  a  comparatively  short  existence  as  currency  in 
England — less  than  a  decade.  On  the  other  hand,  a  Long  Cross  penny  of  Edward  I 
could  have  been  used  for  a  century  and  a  half.  The  study  of  the  length  of  time  for 
which  a  coinage  was  used  is  an  aspect  of  monetary  history  rather  than  pure  numis¬ 
matics.  It  can  be  important  to  the  archaeologist  for  dating  purposes. 

Many  other  examples  of  lengthy  periods  of  circulation  or  use  of  a  coin-type 
readily  come  to  mind  e.g.  the  tetradrachms  of  Alexander  the  Great,  the  circulation  of 
hammered  coins  in  England  up  to  the  time  of  the  recoinage  of  1696,  or  the  im¬ 
mobilised  types  commonly  found  in  the  late-Carolingian  or  early  French  feudal 
coinages.  Coins  were  also  used  beyond  the  frontiers  of  the  country  in  which  the 
issuing  authority  resided  e.g.  a  posthumous  groat  of  Henry  VIII  is  lmown  counter- 
marked  with  a  fleur-de-lis  showing  it  was  in  use  in  France  as  late  as  the  1640’s  (BNJ 
1963  pp.  161-164  J.  P.  C.  Kent  “Five  Tudor  Notes”). 

In  my  reading  I  have  come  across  various  references  to  the  use  of  Roman  coins 
at  unexpected  times  and  in  unexpected  places.  This  article  is  an  attempt  to  bring 
together  those  references.  The  information  is  not  intended  to  be  comprehensive. 
Many  other  instances  will  undoubtedly  exist.  However,  I  hope  these  notes  may 
serve  to  interest  readers  to  the  extent  of  hunting  for  further  examples  or  to  set  col¬ 
lectors  thinking  of  possible  studies  in  series  which  are  their  own  particular  interests. 

We  do  not  know  to  what  extent  Roman  coins  were  used  during  the  Dark  Ages,  or 
for  what  purposes.  They  have  been  found  as  grave-goods  and  they  are  known  as 
jewellery.  They  obviously  inspired  many  Anglo-Saxon  gold  and  silver  coin-types. 
E.g.  silver  sceatta,  wolf  and  twins,  Seaby  374  or  the  gold  coins  bearing  the  name 
Licinius  and  a  ‘vota’  reverse  from  the  Crondall  Hoard ;  and  later,  the  helmet  pennies 
of  Aethelred  II  and  perhaps  the  radiate  type  of  Edward  the  Confessor. 

Two  later  instances  of  Roman  coins  being  used  crop  up  in  the  pages  of  the  French 
‘Revue  Numismatique’.  Portraits  obviously  copied  from  Roman  types  are  to  be  found 
on  twelfth  and  thirteenth  century  copper  coins  of  the  urtuqids  of  Maridin.  IRN  1911 
(PV  XXVIII)  a  bronze  coin  of  Diocletian  is  reported  with  a  seventeenth  century 
Turkish  countermark  of  a  toughra  said  to  be  that  of  Toghrul  I  (A.H.  1051-1063). 

In  RN  1907  (p.  42)  two  Roman  coins  were  noted  with  Spanish  countermarks. 
An  As  of  Domitian  was  countermarked  with  a  crowned  1636  on  the  obverse  and  on 
the  reverse  a  XII.  A  bronze  coin  of  Theodosius  I  of  the  mint  of  Antioch  bore  a 
crowned  IIII.  These  marks  represent  values  of  12  and  4  maravedis  respectively  and 
were  applied  to  copper  coins  during  the  reign  of  Philip  IV  of  Spain  (1621-1665).  The 
Spanish  copper  coinage  was  in  a  very  bad  state  at  this  time.  About  1660  good  coppers 
with  a  crude  portrait  were  introduced  but  before  then,  from  1636  or  earlier,  much  of 
the  coinage  consisted  of  worn  discs  bearing  countermarks  denoting  various  values. 

A  footnote  expresses  surprise  at  finding  various  Roman  coins  in  use  in  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century,  more  so  because  they  bore  countermarks  apparently  indicating  that 
their  circulation  met  with  official  approval.  The  note  continues  to  the  effect  that  when 
there  coinage  of  bronze  took  place  under  Napoleon  III  (ca.  1852)  a  lot  of  Roman  coins 
were  found  amongst  the  old  coinage  called  in  from  circulation,  although  of  course 
their  circulation  had  been  unofficial. 

Finally  in  the  pages  of  this  Bulletin  in  July,  1970  there  appeared  “Gilbert  White’s 
Account  of  the  Wolmer  Pond  Hoard  of  1741”  (p.  235/6).  Writing  of  the  Roman  coins 
that  were  not  sold  to  the  local  gentry  and  clergy  or  to  dealers,  Gilbert  White  wrote: 
“The  coins  that  were  rejected  became  current,  and  passed  for  farthings  at  the  petty 
shops”. 
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These  are  the  recorded  examples  which  I  have  come  across.  They  are  interesting 
and  could  undoubtedly  form  the  basis  for  a  larger  study  (although  I  do  not  intend  to 
pursue  it  myself  at  the  moment).  More  proverbial  “brass  farthings”  to  add  to  Nurem- 
burgs,  Seventeenth-century  traders’  tokens  and  (Brewer)  James  II  gunmoney? 
(Erasmus,  Professor  of  Greek  at  Cambridge,  1506-9,  describes  his  profits  as  “not  a 
brass  farthing”). 

ALEXANDER  THE  GREAT  AS  A  PYRRHUS  COIN  TYPE

When  the  south  Italian  city  of  Tarentum  sought  the  help  of  Pyrrhus  of  Epirus 
the  dashing  young  king  was  quick  to  reply.  It  was  his  chance  to  play  Alexander  to 
the  west.  Coins  struck  at  Syracuse  reflect  his  genealogical  as  well  as  his  spiritual 
relationship  with  Alexander.  This  writer  believes  that  the  head  of  Herakles  on 
Pyrrhus’  bronze  coins  from  Syracuse  bears  the  features  of  Alexander  the  Great. 
Through  deductive  reasoning  and  comparison  this  purposeful  similarity  can  be 
firmly  established.  A  comparison  with  known  portraits  of  Alexander  will  amply 
demonstrate  a  similarity  in  portraiture  and  there  is  more  than  enough  historical 
evidence  to  justify  why  such  a  similarity  should  exist. 

The  Pyrrhus  bronze  coin  was  struck  at  Syracuse  between  278  and  276  B.c.  It 
measures  approximately  23  millimeters  in  diameter.  On  the  obverse  is  the  head  of 
young  Herakles  in  lion’s  skin.  On  the  reverse  is  Athena  Promachos  in  fighting  attitude. 
Compare  the  features  of  Herakles  on  this  coin  to  those  of  Alexander  on  a  fine  style 
tetradrachm  of  Lysimachus  of  Thrace.  In  making  this  comparison  it  is  important 
to  choose  a  Lysimachus  coin  with  a  youthful  portrait  and  not  a  later  coin  of  the 
barbarous  or  more  deified  styles.  For  the  next  comparison,  contrast  the  pyrrhus  coin 
to  a  tetradrachm  of  Ptolemy  I  as  Satrap.  On  this  last,  Alexander  wears  an  elephant’s 
skin.  The  earlier  type  with  Zeus  seated  on  the  reverse  will  make  a  better  comparison. 
In  respect  to  those  coins  with  Athena  Promachos  on  reverse,  that  fact  should  not 
change  any  interpretation  of  the  Pyrrhus  obverse.  Athena  Promachos  is  the  Mace¬ 
donian  Athena  Akils.  As  a  type  it  first  occurs  on  coins  struck  by  Ptolemy  for  Alexander 
the  son  of  Roxana  and  replaced  the  carry  over  type  with  Zeus  seated.  The  tetra- 
drachms  of  Lysimachus  and  Ptolemy  bear  excellent  representations  of  Alexander  and 
are  valid  for  collation  to  the  Pyrrhus  obverse. 

The  final  contrast  should  be  made  with  a  tetradrachm  of  Alexander  the  Great.  On 
this  coin  Herakles  also  wears  a  lion’s  skin  and  is  identical  in  treatment  and  in  features 
to  the  Herakles  on  the  Pyrrhus  bronze.  At  this  point  some  doubts  might  arise.  First 
of  ali,  what  assurance  is  there  that  the  Alexander  tetradrachm  necessarily  bears  the 
features  of  Alexander.  There  is  no  hard  and  dry  answer  to  that  question.  Take  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  Alexander  was  very  vain  and,  instead  of  adopting  the 
more  conventional  type  of  a  bearded  Herakles,  he  chose  a  young  and  beardless 
representation.  A  more  convincing  argument  might  simply  be  to  compare  the  features 
on  the  Alexander  coin  to  those  on  the  tetradrachms  of  Lysimachus  and  Ptolemy 
mentioned  above.  It  should  be  strongly  emphasized,  however,  that  the  number  of 
mints  striking  coins  for  Alexander  the  Great  was  considerable  and  there  were  many 
posthumous  issues.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Lysimachus  tetradrachms  quality  and  style 
is  not  consistent  and  some  coins  will  make  for  a  better  comparison  than  others.  As  a 
last  remaining  doubt  it  may  come  into  mind  that  all  young  beardless  representations 
of  Herakles  in  lion’s  skin  look  the  same.  One  good  example  to  prove  the  falseness  of 
that  assumption  is  to  compare  either  the  Pyrrhus  or  the  Alexander  coin  to  a  tetra¬ 
drachm  of  Camarina  in  Sicily  (415-405  b.c.)  with  the  head  of  Herakles  not  bearded.

The  features  and  the  treatment  of  the  portraits  are  different.  Any  further  hesitations 
as  to  this  last  respect  may  be  ended  by  comparing  the  Pyrrhus  coin  to  any  of  the 
following  coins  with  the  young  head  of  Herakles  on  obverse:  stater  of  Perdiccas  III 
of  Macedonia  365-359  B.c.,  stater  of  Metapontum  circa  430  B.c.,  and  gold  20-litra 
piece  of  Syracuse  circa  414  B.c.  At  this  point  there  should  be  few  doubts  as  to  whether 
the  Pyrrhus  bronze  coin  bears  the  features  of  Alexander  the  Great.  The  question  now 
is,  why?  There  are  enough  historical  and  numismatic  facts  and  assumptions  to  answer 
that  question  conclusively. 

Olympias,  the  mother  of  Alexander,  claimed  descent  from  Achilles.  When 
Alexander  crossed  the  Hellespont  he  thought  himself  to  be  retracing  the  steps  of  his 
ancestor.  By  conquering  Asia  he  was  completing  the  work  that  Achilles  had  begun 
at  Troy.  Alexander  carried  a  copy  of  the  Iliad  with  him  through  all  his  campaigns 
and  he  often  placed  it  under  his  pillow  at  night  beside  his  dagger,  curiously  symbolic 
of  what  he  was  to  do  and  how  he  was  to  do  it.  Pyrrhus,  the  king  of  the  Molossians, 
also  traced  his  ancestory  to  Achilles;  he  claimed  descent  from  Pyrrhus,  the  son  of 
Achilles.  As  Alexander  had  resumed  the  Trojan  War  in  the  East  and  conquered 
Persia,  the  aim  of  Pyrrhus  was  to  resume  the  war  in  the  West  and  conquer  Rome. 
Aeneas  had  fled  to  Troy  and  from  his  stock  the  Romans  claimed  descendance.  By 
defeating  the  Romans  he  would  both  prove  his  geneaology  and  fulfill  his  ambitions ; 
ambitions  which  were  in  essence  identical  to  those  of  Alexander.  Though  Pyrrhus 
did  not  sleep  with  a  copy  of  the  Iliad  he  did  strike  a  silver  didrachm  with  the  helmeted 
head  of  Achilles  on  the  obverse  and  Thetis  veiled,  riding  on  hippocamp,  and  holding 
shield  of  Achilles  on  the  reverse  as  a  testimony  to  his  lineage.  Beyond  their  common 
ancestory  and  purpose  Alexander  and  Pyrrhus  had  other  characteristics  in  common. 
Even  though  it  does  not  add  directly  to  our  evidence  it  might  be  well  to  mention 
that  the  two  men  were  very  much  the  same.  They  were  both  handsome,  brave,  loved 
by  their  troops,  despotic  but  popular,  and  for  military  experience  and  personal  valor 
and  enterprise  they  were  held  above  all  other  princes  of  their  time.  To  the  latter, 
however,  something  was  missing,  if  not  in  character  then  in  circumstances.  And  who 
knows,  if  Pyrrhus  would  have  been  successful  he  might  have  used  as  his  excuse  for 
war  the  extension  of  Greek  civilization  and  the  creation  of  a  one  world  empire  and 
he  might  have  even  consecrated  his  own  deification.  Frustrated  with  his  suicidal 
victories  in  Italy,  Pyrrhus  resolved  to  free  Sicily  from  the  Carthaginians.  At  Syracuse 
he  struck  the  coin  with  the  head  of  Herakles  and  to  it  he  gave  the  features  of  Alexander 
the  Great,  the  demigod  after  whose  career  he  seems  to  have  patterned  his  own. 

As  mentioned  before  in  respect  to  the  didrachm  with  the  head  of  Achilles, 
Pyrrhus  was  not  adverse  to  the  use  of  propaganda  or  symbolic  devices  on  his  coinage. 
The  head  of  Persephone  on  Pyrrhus’  silver  octobols  struck  at  Syracuse  was  derived 
from  the  tetradrachms  of  Agathocles  whose  daughter  he  married.  The  reverse  of  his 
Syracusan  gold  stater,  head  of  Athena  in  crested  Corinthian  helmet  on  obverse  and 
Nike  carrying  trophy  on  reverse,  seems  to  have  been  copied  from  the  reverse  of  the 
Agathocles  tetradrachms.  On  the  Agathocles  coins  the  Nike  is  erecting  the  trophy 
and  the  fact  that  the  Pyrrhus  Nike  is  carrying  the  trophy  away  is  probably  propaganda 
referring  to  Pyrrhus’  victories  over  the  Carthaginians.  There  is  a  temptation  to 
equate  the  obverse  of  the  Pyrrhus  gold  with  the  Athena  of  the  gold  coins  of  Alexander 
the  Great.  That  would  almost  certainly  be  in  error.  That  same  Athena  decorated 
with  a  griffin  on  the  helmet  appears  on  third  series  gold  coins  of  Agathocles.  Further¬ 
more,  the  Pyrrhus  Athena  is  almost  identical  to  the  Athena  on  gold  staters  of  the 
Aetohan  league  and  these  three  coins,  the  gold  of  Agathocles,  Pyrrhus,  and  the 
Aetolian  League,  or  at  least  the  last  two  were  probably  done  by  the  same  Syracusan 
artist.  As  a  last  example  of  Pyrrhus’  treatment  of  propaganda  or  personal  tribute, 
and  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  distinguish  between  the  two,  there  is  the  bronze  coin 
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with  the  veiled  head  and  the  inscription  <pgiai.  This  head  is  often  thought  to  be  a 
portrait  of  Phthia,  the  mother  of  Pyrrhus.  However,  it  also  appears  to  be  an  ideal 
personification  of  the  district  Phthia  in  Thessaly,  where  Pyrrhus  traced  the  origin 
of  his  race.  These  examples  clearly  show  that  it  was  a  common  practice  for  Pyrrhus 
to  manipulate  the  devices  on  his  coinages  to  suit  his  own  needs.  It  would  not  have 
been  out  of  the  ordinary  for  him  to  give  to  Herakles  the  features  of  Alexander.  In 
fact,  in  view  of  what  we  have  disclosed  it  might  have  been  more  peculiar  if  he  had  not. 
Moreover,  all  of  the  Pyrrhus  Syracusan  coin  types  seem  to  be  in  some  way  derived 
from  those  of  Agathocles.  Even  the  Athen  Promachos  can  be  loosely  associated  with 
the  winged  and  armed  Athena  on  the  second  series  gold  staters  of  Agathocles.  The 
only  instance  of  Heracles  being  used  as  an  Agathocles  type  is  on  a  second  series 
bronze  coin  and  that  yoimg  head  representation  is  diademed  and  may  or  may  not 
be  Herakles.  Why  then,  except  for  the  reasons  stated  here,  would  Pyrrhus  even  use 
Herakles  as  a  coin  type. 

Since  all  the  facts  and  observations  have  been  laid  forth  and  examined,  it  is  now 
time  for  a  brief  survey  of  the  evidence.  It  was  first  shown  through  a  comparison  with 
three  other  coins  that  Pyrrhus’  Syracusan  bronze  bears  the  features  of  Alexander  the 
Great.  It  was  then  explained  that  Pyrrhus  had  immediate  and  deep  rooted  reasons 
for  wanting  to  honor  Alexander.  Finally,  it  was  demonstrated  that  Pyrrhus  would 
often  make  use  of  symbolism  on  his  coins  and  that  it  would  have  been  a  logical  and 
ideal  step  for  him  to  honor  Alexander  in  such  a  manner.  And  indeed  he  did.  As  a 
last  and  most  important  incident,  it  is  reported  that  on  the  eve  of  battle,  Alexander 
appeared  in  a  dream  to  Pyrrhus ;  when  Pyrrhus  asked  what  help  a  ghost  could  promise, 
he  answered,  “I  lend  you  my  name”.

Explorer’s  medal.  The  Royal  Scottish  Geographical  Society  has  awarded  the  Livingstone 
gold  medal  to  Major  John  Blashford-Snell,  the  explorer,  of  Thirsk,  North  Yorkshire,  who  has 
just  returned  to  Britain  after  leading  the  Scientific  Exploration  Society’s  2,600  mile  expedition 
from  the  source  of  the  Zaire  river  to  the  sea.

The  golden  gift.  A  rare  gold  aureus  of  Vespasian  came  to  light  recently  in  unusual 
circumstances.  The  S.O.S.  Society,  a  charity  which  runs  homes  for  elderly  and  handicapped 
people,  appealed  for  old  coins  to  sell  in  aid  of  funds.  One  lady  gave  a  box  of  mixed  coins  among 
which  was  a  strange  coin  nobody  could  identify.  Finally  an  expert  from  Sotheby’s  declared 
it  to  be  an  aureus  of  Vespasian,  in  first-class  condition.  When  it  was  sold  a  few  weeks  ago  it 
realised  £2,300.  Peter  Rew,  the  society’s  secretary  explained  to  the  donor  that  the  coin  had 
proved  far  more  valuable  than  she  could  have  expected  but  she  generously  refused  to  accept 
even  a  part  of  the  proceeds  for  herself. 

Despite  this  Roman  windfall,  Peter  Rew  says  the  society  would  welcome  even  the  smallest 
gift  of  coins,  postage  stamps  and  picture  postcards,  whether  old  or  modern,  British  or  foreign.

British  Museum  to  buy  unique  coin.  A  unique  Roman  silver  drachm  coin  worth  about 
£3,000  may  be  bought  by  the  British  Museum.  The  coin,  portraying  Caesar  Pertinax  Junior 
with  bis  mother  the  Empress  Titania,  was  struck  at  Alexandria  in  A.D.  193  by  his  father  who 
was  assassinated  after  ruling  for  only  three  months.  There  is  no  other  known  likeness  of 
Pertinax  Junior  although  he  survived  his  father  by  20  years. — The  Daily  Telegraph,  12th

Victoria  Cross  in  record  sale.  A  group  of  three  Korean  War  medals,  including  a 
Victoria  Cross  was  bought  for  a  record  £7,200  at  Sotheby’s  today.  The  previous  world  auction 
record  for  a  Victoria  Cross  group  was  £6,000  at  Sotheby’s  last  July — for  the  first  Canadian  VC 
group  offered  for  public  sale.  Today’s  Cross  was  awarded  posthumously  to  Lt.  Philip  Curtis, 
who  died  in  action  in  1951  aged  24.  It  -was  bought  by  a  London  dealer. 

Lt.  Curtis’s  wife  died  a  year  before  he  was  killed,  and  their  seven-year-old  daughter, 
Phillippa  Susan,  was  handed  the  medal  by  the  Queen  in  1954. 

The  citation  described  Lt.  Curtis’s  conduct  as  “magnificent”  throughout  the  bitter  Imjin 
River  battle.  He  was  badly  wounded  by  a  grenade  while  leading  a  charge  and  after  being  dragged 
to  safety  he  broke  away  to  make  another  charge.  He  hurled  grenades  at  the  enemy  until  he  was 
killed  by  bursts  of  fire  within  a  few  yards  of  his  objective.  Lt.  Curtis  was  with  the  Duke  of 
Cornwall’s  Light  Infantry  attached  to  the  Gloucesters. — Express  &  Star ,  5th  February,  1975. 

Korea  VC  saved  for  regiment.  The  Victoria  Cross,  awarded  posthumously  to  Lt.  Philip 
Curtis,  has  been  saved  for  the  regiment.  The  regiment  tried  to  buy  the  medal  at  Sotheby’s  on 
Wednesday,  but  were  outbid  by  J.  B.  Hayward  and  Son,  the  London  dealer. 

Later  Mr.  Play  ward  said  he  was  prepared  to  donate  £1,000  to  the  regiment  by  dropping 
the  price  to  £6,200  provided  someone  else  would  give  another  £1,000.  At  least  five  offers  of 
£1,000  were  received,  and  now  the  medal  is  destined  for  the  regiment’s  museum  at  Bodmin. 

One  of  the  offers  was  from  the  “Glorious  Gloucesters,”  with  whom  Lt.  Curtis  was  serving  at 
the  Imjin  River  battle  in  Korea  in  1951  when  he  was  killed.  Lt.-Col.  John  Fry,  curator  of  the 
regimental  museum,  said  the  medal  would  now  be  placed  with  seven  other  Victoria  Crosses, 
which  would  complete  the  full  number  won  by  the  D.C.L.I. 

Mrs.  Susan  Griffin,  27,  of  Broom  Park,  Plymstock,  Plymouth,  decided  to  sell  her  father’s 
medal  to  provide  for  her  fifteen-months-old  son. — The  Daily  Telegraph ,  1th  February ,  1975

On  the  morning  of  12th  August,  1941,  Blenheim 
bombers  carried  out  simultaneous  attacks  on  the  great 
power  stations  near  Cologne.  A  strong  force  attacked 
the  station  at  Knapsack  whilst  a  smaller  force 
attacked  two  stations  at  Quadrath.  These  missions 
involved  a  flight  of  some  250  miles  over  enemy  terri¬ 
tory  which  was  carried  out  at  an  altitude  of  100  feet. 
At  Knapsack  the  target  was  accurately  bombed  and 
machine  gunned  from  between  200  and  800  feet  and 
at  Quadrath  both  power  stations  were  hit  from  the 
height  of  the  chimneys;  the  turbine  house  at  one  of 
the  two  stations  was  left  a  mass  of  flames  and  smoke. 
The  success  of  this  combined  daylight  attack  and  the 
co-ordination  of  the  many  formations  of  aircraft 
depended  largely  on  accurate  timing  throughout  the 
flight.  That  complete  success  was  achieved,  despite 
powerful  opposition  from  enemy  ground  and  air 
forces,  is  a  high  tribute  to  the  calm  courage  and 
resolute  determination  displayed  by  the  officers  and 
airmen  who  participated  in  various  capacities  as 
leaders  and  members  of  the  aircraft  crew.
